The  health  of  the  District  was  on  the  whole  very  satis¬ 
factory.  The  scourge  of  Scabies  was  eliminated.  This  condition  at 
one  time  during  the  war  threatened  to  become  a  menace  in  the  district, 
and  your  foresight  in  adopting  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  No. 
2517,  1941,  contributed  largely  to  its  effective  control. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  your  very  able  Sanitary  Inspector, 

Mr.  Haynes,  for  the  invaluable  help  he  has  given.

The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  (on  Thursdays)  at 
St.  Mary's  School,  Hollingworth. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  opened  on  twenty- six 
occasions .

The  attendances  during  the  yoar,  though  not  as  high  as  in 
the  preceding  year,  when  almost  1,500  attendances  were  recorded, 
have  been  satisfactory. 

The  interest  of  the  mothers  has  been  well  maintained.  The 
health  of  the  infants  attending  has  been  good,  and  they  have 
been  clean  and  well  clothed. 

The  periodic  supervision,  the  provision  of  a  safe  milk 
supply  at  reasonable  cost,  the  issue  of  fruit  juices  and  cod 
liver  oil,  have  proved  invaluable  in  maintaining  the  woll-being 
of  the  infants,  in  spite  of  the  restrictions  and  privations  of 
wartime  conditions. 

It  is  of  paramount  importance  that  every  infant  should  have 
this  opportunity  of  starting  life  with  sound  health. 

Nurse  Bullough,  after  seven  years  service  at  the  Centre,  has 
left  to  take  up  other  work  in  the  County.  Her  assistance  and 
guidance  were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  mothers.  Her  position 
has  been  taken  by  Nurse  Spencer,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M. ,  who  also  holds 
certificates  from  tho  National  Society  of  Day  Nurseries,  and  in 
Mothercraft.  She  is  therefore  exceptionally  well  qualified  for 
the  duties  involved. 

Owing  to  indisposition  I  was  unable  to  attend  personally  for 
a  period  of  several  months,  during  which  time  locums  deputized 
for  mo . 

The  Ladies'  Committee  continued  their  efficient  work  and 
organisation  to  tho  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.

All  premises  in  connection  with  above  have  been  inspected 
during  the  year  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  good  progress  has  been 
made  in  several  of  the  premises  regarding  Cowsheds,  Dairies, 
Appliances,  and  the  installing  of  Electricity  where  applicable. 
During  the  year  I  have  had  occasion  to  investigate,  after  reports, 
concerning  unsatisfactory  condition  of  Milk  supplied  by  Local 
Farmers  to  a  Dairy  in  an  adjoining  District.  I  took  up  the  matter 
and  found  that  the  container  from  the  Dairy  to  the  Farm  had  not 
been  sterilized.  Since  then  I  have  not  had  any  further  reports 
from  this  source.  The  other  case  was  that  of  not  properly  cooling 
the  milk  before  delivery.  This  was  immediately  dealt  with  and 
remedied.
